REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instantly claimed 
subject matter is directed to a treating hypertrophy with a therapeutically effective for treating 
hypertrophy with a combination of a compound selected from the group consisting pyridoxal-5'- 
phosphate, pyridoxal, pyridoxamine, a 3-acylated pyridoxal analogue of the enclosed formula of 
claim 1 that is combined with either calcium channel blocker, a-adrenergic receptor antagonist, a 
vasodilator, a diuretic, and a P-adrenergic receptor antagonist. In addition, it has been shown in 
the art that dosages of pyridoxine generate neurotoxicity when administered at the 
therapeutically effective amounts for treating hypertrophy of the claimed pyridoxine derivatives, 
(see Schaumberg et aL; Bassler; and Hohnan). Moreover, the prior art only discloses that 
pyridoxine is administered in amounts to correct nutritional deficiencies rather than to treat 
hypertrophy, (see table at S-12, "Dietary Reference Intakes for Thiamin, Riboflavin, Niacin, 
Vitamin Be, Folate, Vitamin B12, Pantothenic Acid, Biotin, and ChoHne."
